Milk  Production  Higher  in  1944 

Milk  production  on  farms^in  the  United  States^  in  1944  was'  up  nearly  a  billion  pounds 
from  1943  as  further  increases  in  number  of  milk  cows  more  than  offset  a  slightly 
lower  production  per  cow.    Total  for  the  year  was  estimat-ed  at  119.  billion  pounds, 
slightly  less  than  the  119.2  billion  pounds  in  1942,  but  othervrise  the  heaviest 
calendar  year  oi:ttpg.t  on  record,,    .Wisconsin,  with  14,6  billion  pounds  in  1944,  again 
led  all  States -in  total  milk  production, '  Ot'her  top-ranking .  States ,  in  order,  were 
Minnesota  with  8,5  billion- pounds,  .K'ew  Tork  with  7.7  billion, ,  Iowa  with  '6,7  billion, 
and  Illinois  and  California  with  5,5  billion  pounds  each,  'As  compared  with  19,43, 
milk  production  was  generally  higher  in  the  Northern  States  east  of .the  Mississippi 
River,  in  nearly  all  of  the  Southern  States,  and  in  the  major  milk-producing  States 
of  the  Western  Pegioh,    Ife'ine,  Missouri,,  and  Utah  shov/ed  the  greatest  percentage 
increases  over  the  previous  year.     On  the  other  hand,  decreases  in  milk  production 
of  4  percent  or  |iore  were  common  in  the  .western  Corn  Belt  States,  in  the  central 
and  northern  Great  Plain's  area,  .'and  in  several  of  the  interior  .Mountain  States. 

The  numb-jr  of  milk  cows  on  farms,  'Vhich' 'has  gained  steadily  since  1938-,  averaged 
almost, 25  million  head  in  1944,  an  increase  of  about  300  thousand  from  1943.  In 
Eilk-selling"  areas  from  Vfi  scons  in -eastward,,  and  injnost  Southern  and  some  Western 
Sta,tes  numbers  of  m. ilk  cows 'in  1944' v/ere  appreciably  larger  than  in  1943, J  However, 
in  most  of  the  major,  butt er-producihg  State-s  west  of  the  Mississippi  River,  the 
number  of  milk  cows  on  farms  reached  .a  peak  in  1943  and  declined  moderately  in  1944, 
Despite  heavy  culling  in  late-  months  of  the,  year,-  t'he  number-  of  'milk  cows  in  the 
country  as  a  whole  increased  slightly  between  the  beginning  and  end  of  1944,  Esti-

1943  and  totaled  only  27.3  billion  pounds,  the  smallest  volame  in  21  years  for  which 
records  ar6  available.    Decreases  in  milk  prodaction  on  farms  in  the  main  cream  sell- 
ing areas  plus  a  continued  shift  by  farmers  to  sale  of  whole  milk  have  combined  to 
ro.dace  the  volume  of  milk  skimmed  on  farms.     Some  important  cream^selling  States, 
such  as  Minnesota,  showed  marked  shifts  away  from  cream  sales  in  1944  as  additional 
processing  plants  constructed  for  supplying^vrtrticjo demands  for  dairy  products  increased 
their  volume  of  whole  m.ilk  purchases  from  farmers, 

Hetail  sales  of  milk  and  cream,  by  farmers  accounted  for  about  5.6  billion  pounds  of 
m.ilk,  somev;hat  less  than  in  1943,  v/hile  farm.-churned  butter  produced  for  sale 
utilised  about  one  billion  pounds  of  milk.    Combined  sales  of  milk,. cream  and  home- 
made butter  by  farmers  in  1944  absorbed  98.4  billion  pounds  of  milk  or  83  percent  of 
all  .milk  produced  on  farms. 

Millc  used  on  farms  for  feeding  or  for  household  consumption  amounted  to  20,6  billion 
pounds  in  1944,  slightly  less  than  in  1943  and  the  smallest  volume  used  on  farms  in 
the  period  back  through  1924,  for  which  records  are  available.     Some  11,7  billion 
pounds  were  consumed  by  farm  fam,ilies  as  milk  and  cream  and  5.6  billion  pounds  ware 
required  to  produce  the  hone-made  butter  consumed  on  far.ms.     The  other  3.3  billion 
pounds  were  fed  to  calves  as  whole  milk.     State  estimates  of  the  amounts  of  milk  used 
by  farmers  for  each  purpose  are  shovv-n  in  tables  7  and  10. 

Cash  Income  from  Dairy  Products  at  Hew  High 

V/ith  a  record  volume  of  sa.les  and  prices  the  highest  since  1920,  farmers' cash  income 
from,  milk  products  sold  in  1944  totaled  $2,969,361,000,  about  5  percent  more  than  in 
1943.     Included  in  the  totrl  were  $2,084,247,000  for  whole  milk  sold  to  plants  and 
dealers,  $519,980,000  fro.m  sales  of  cream  to  plants  or  cream  stations,  $342,671,000 
from  m.ilk  and  cream  sold  by  far.mers  on  retail  routes  and  $'22,463,000  from  sale  of 
farm-churned  butter,    Tor  data  on  income  from  these'  products  in  other  years  see 
table  4,     In'addition  to  cash  income  from  direct  sale  of  dairy  products  listed  above, 
fa,r.mers  also  received  Government  production  payments  totaling  384  million  dollars  on 
the  milk  and  butterfat  sold  in  1944  (table  5), 

As  an  income  producer  whole  milk  delivered  to  plants  and  dealers  has  been  gaining 
steadily  in  importance  among  the  milk  products  sold  by  farmers.     In  1944,  64.6 
billion  pounds,  sold  at  an  gkverage  price  of  $3.23  per  100  pounds,  brought  farmers  a 
cash  return  of  almost  2,1  billion  dollars  or  70  percent  of  the  cash  income  from  all 
.milk  products.    In  1934,  whole  milk  sold  to  plants  accounted  for  only  46  percent  of 
the  cash  income  and  in  1924,  only  41  percent.     Since  1939  the  volum.e  of  farm  sales 
of  whole  milk  has  increased  by  almost  half,  and  farmicrs'  income  from  these  sales  has 
aLmost  trebled.    V/isconsin  farmers  receive  a  larger  income  from  whole  milk  than 
those  of  any  other  State,     Over  13  billion  pounds  sold  to  plants  and  dealers  for 
$2.70  per  hundredweight  brought  the  1944  cash  return  for  whole  milk  in  that  State 
to  351  million  dollars,  compared  with  227  million  dollars  in  second  place  New  York, 
166  million  dollars  in  California,  131  million  dollars  in  Pennsylvania ,  and  118  million 
dollars  in: (Shic  Estimates  for  other  States  may  be  found  in  table  11. 

Fp.rm  income  from  cream  sold  to  plants  decreased  about  50  million  dollars  from  1943  i  : 
t©  1944  because  of  the  drop  in  quantity  marketed.     In  1944,  1,033 ,520, ,Q00  lb.  of  batter- 
fat  in  cream  sold  at  an  average  price  of  50,3  cents  per  pound,  brought  farmers  a  cash 
return  of  520  million  dollars.     This  xvas  the  second  highest  yearly  income  from  cream 
since  1930,  but  v;as  less  than  during  the  1927-29  period  when  f arm.-skimmed  cream  was 
relatively  a  much  .more  Important  channel  for  marketing  milk.     In  1944,  Iowa  replaced 
Minnesota  as  the  most  important  cream  selling  State  chiefly  because  farmers  in  the 
latter  State  v;ere  shifting  to  delivery  of  v/hole  milk.    The  178  million  pounds  of 
butterfat  in  cream  sold  by  Iowa  farmers  at  52  cents  per  pound  brought  a  farm  cash 
income  of  almost  93  million  dollars,    Minnesota  with  88  million  dollars  was  second, 
followed  in  order  by  Nebraska,  Kansas,  and  North  Dakota.

Among  the  other  milk  ■products  sold, "by  f arm ers,' ■  income  from  retail  sales  of  milk  and  cream  in- 
creased slightly  in  1944  with  a  higher  price  more  thaui  offsetting  a  smaller  vol-ume  of  sale?, 
while  cash  receipts  from  farm-churned  tutter  sold  declined  to  22  million  dollars,  Pennsylvania 
and  California  were  the  ranking  States  on  income  from  retail  sales  by  farmers  while  Tescas  was 
first  on  farm  "butter,  .Leading  States  in  cash' income  from  all  milk,  cream  and  "butter  sold  were 
Wisconsin  with  370  million  dollars,  New  York  with  252. million,.  California  with  193,  million,' ^ 
Minnesota  with  177  million,  and;  Pennsylvania  with  168  million  dollars. 

Aver  age  •  returns  to  farmers  per  100' pomds  of  milk  used  in  all  products,  sold  varied  with  the  type 
of  product  marketed  and  the  relative  level  of  prices  for  the  area.    "Unit  returns  ranged  from  less 
than  $2,00  per  ICQ  pounds  in  the  Dakotas  where  cream  was  the  principal'  product  sold  to  $5, 40  per 
100  poxinds  in  Florida  where  sales  were  centered  largely  in  whole  milk  for  fluid  use. 

Although  the  volume  of  milk  consumed  "by  families  on  farms  where  produced  was  the  smallest  in  21 
years  of  record,  the  total  value  was  the  highest  for  the  period  and  about  4  percent  greater  than 
in  1943,-    Farmers'   gross  income, from  milk  products,  including  cash  income  from  milk,  cream  -and 
"butter  sold- plus  the  value  of  these  products  .consumed  in  households  on  farms  where  produced, 
totaled  $3,526,697,000  in  1944,    This_  does  not  include  a"bout  98  million  dollars  worth  of  whole 
milk  fed  to  calves, -value  of  most. of  the  skim  milk  used  on  farms  for  feeding  livestock  nor  re- 
turns from, the  sale  of  calves  or  discarded  milk  cows  for  heef  purposes,   t

Some  54-g-  billion  pounds  of  whole  milk  were  required  to  produce    the  1944  out- 
put of  "butter,  cheese  and  other  manufactured  products  made  in  United  States 
dairy  plants.     This  represented  about  45  percent  of  the  total  milk  produced  and 
approximately  56  percent  of  the  combined  milk  and  cream  sales  by  farmers.  Be- 
cause of  expansion  of  fluid  consumption  in  city  markets,  the  amoiant  of  milk  used 
for  manufacture  was  nearly  6  billion  pounds  below  that  of  1942,  but  was  still 
as  much  as  in  1940  and  considerably  more  than  in  any  year  previous  to  that. 
Creamery  butter  required  the  fat  from  about  30  billion  pounds  of  milk  and  w&s 
still,  by  far,  the  most  important  single  manufactured  dairy  product  in  volume  of 
milk  used.     Cheese  plants  processed  about  10  billion  pounds  of  milk  into  American 
Cheddar  and  other  types  of  cheese,  while  condenseries  utilized  7^  billion  pounds 
for  evaporated  milk  and  about  3/4  billion  pounds  in  other  condensed  -whole  milk 
products.     Ice  cream  and  other  dairy  foods  accounted  for  almost  5  billion  pounds 
of  milk,  while  dry  whole  milk,  lAdiich  has  increased  more  than  tenfold  since  1934, 
utilized  about  1  l/S- billion  pounds. 

On  the  basis  of  monthly  figures  compiled  from  current  reports  of  more  than 
4,000  creameries,  factory  butter  production  in  1944  totaled  about  1-|-  billion 
pounds,  the  smallest  output  since  1925.     Throughout  the  year  monthly  production 
was  consistently  well  below  that  of  a  year  earlier  and  after  June  the  decline 
relative  to  the  corresponding  average  becam.e  steadily  more  pronounced  (see  figure 
on  page  19  and  table  13). 

American  Cheddar  cheese  production  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  on  the  other 
hand,  was  at  about  corresponding  1943  levels,  but  as  the  year  advanced  gradually 
stepped  up  in  comparison  to  both  the  previous  year  and  average.     Gains  in  Amer- 
ican Cheddar  as  compared  with  1943  werfe  mostly  offset  by  smaller  output  of  other 
varieties  of  cheese,  the  production  of  which  was  regulated  by  War  Food  Order  92, 
so  that  the  total  production  of  all  varieties  in  1944  was  only  slightly  above 
"that  of  the  previous  year. 

Production  of  canned  evaporated  milk  in  1944  totaled  3.4  billion  pounds,  more 
than  in  any  other  year  except  1942.     In  January,  production  was  somewhat  below 
that  of  the  previous  year,  but  for  all  other  months  exceeded  that  of  1943  mth 
some  late  months  up  as  much  as  one-third.     Production  of  canned  svreetened  con- 
densed milk  was  also  higher  than  in  1943  with  greatest  gains  in. the  early  part 
of  the  year.     Stocks  of  evaporated  milk  held  by  manufacturers  in  the  early  part 
of  1944  were  about  average  and  considerably  higher  than  in  1943,  but  because  of 
increased  requirements  for  the  Armed  Forces  and  for  Lend-lease  became  relatively 
much  lower  toward  the  end  of  the  year. 

Manufacturers'   selling  price  for  canned  evaporated  milk  in  1944  averaged  $4.15 
per  case,  the  same  as  in  1943.     However,  for  canned  sweetened  condensed  milk 
an  advance  to  ^^6.22  per  case  in  April  and  $6.33  for  later  months  brought  the 
1944  yearly  average  price  to  $6.20  as  comipared  vfith  $5.84  in  1943.     Prices  paid 
producers  by  condenseries  for  milk  testing  3.5  percent  butterfat  averaged  $2.66 
per  100  pounds,  5  cents  above  the  1943  average  and  the  higjhest  in  23  years  of 
record.     In  January, . 1944,  condensery  paying  prices  were  21  cents  higher  than 
in  1943,  but  a  decline  of  14  cents  by  June  brought  the  prices  in  the  2  years  to 
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about  the  sair,e  level,  and  "by  the  end  of  1944  prices  to  producers  v/ere  a  nickel 
below  the  same  month  of  1943.     Regionally,  prices  paid  by  condenseries  were 
highest  in  the  Western  and  Eastern  areas  and  lowest  in  the  South  Central 
(table  15). 

Production  of  non-fat  dry  milk  solids  in  1944  totaled  584  million  pounds,  in- 
cluding 317  million  pounds  roller  process  and  267  million  po\mds  spray  process. 
Production  of  both  types  vras  higher  than  in  1943,  with  roller  showing  the  great- 
er increase.     Production  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  was  only  about  average 
and  considerably  lower  than  at  the  same  time  in  1943,  but  increased  rapidly 
toward  spring  and  summer  and  in  the  last  half  of  the  year  was  comparatively  high. 
Dry  skim  milk  for  animal  feed  produced  in  1944  totaled,  18  million  poionds,  about 
thr ee-foi;[rths  of  that  in  1943  and   only  about  15  percent  as  much  as  yearly  out- 
put in  the  1938-42  period.     Dry  whole  milk  production,  expanding  under  the 
impetus  of  wartime  demands,  reached  172  million  pounds  in  1944,  about  one-fourth 
more  than  in  1943  and  5  times  the  1938-42  average  annual  output.     Most  of  the 
whole  milk  dried  in  1944  was  absorbed  by  the  Army  and  Navy  with  considerable 
quantities  also  going  into  Lend-lease,     Dry  buttermilk  production  in  1944 
totaled  59  million  pounds,  2  million  pounds  less  than  in  1943  and  9  million 
pounds  less  than  in  the  1938-42  period. 

Manufacturers'   selling  prices  for  non-fat  dry  milk  solids  averaged  14.26  cents 
per  pound  in.  1944,   compared  with  13,81  cents  in  1943,  and  a  range  from  5^  to  9 
cents  in  the  half  dozen  years  preceding  the  war.     Dry  whole  miilk  brought  manu- 
facturers an  average  price  of  36.5  cents  per  pound,  a  gain  of  almost  4  cents 
from  1943.     (Monthly  data  on  production,  stocks,  and  prices  of  dry  milk  products 
are  shovm  in  tables  18  to  20), 

Milk  for  fluid  consumption  as  milk  or  cream  in  cities  and  villages  reached  an 
all-time  high  of  over  44  billion  pounds  in  1944.     Of  this  amount  some  2-|-  billion 
pounds  were  produced  by  town  cows,   some  5^  billion  pounds  retailed  by  producer- 
distributors,  and  the  remainder  handled  by  dealers  who  process  and  bottle  milk 
purchased  from  farmers. 

'Milk  dealers'  buying  prices  of  3.5  percent  milk  for  city  distribution  averaged 
$3.24  per  100  poxmds  in  1944.     Although  the  price  throughout  the  year  showed  a 
range  of  only  2  cents,  the  yearly  average  was  8  cents  higher  than  for  1943,  and 
15  percent  or  more  above  any  previous  year  dating  back  to  1922.  Regionally, 
1944  prices  varied  from  ^2.80  per  100  pounds  in  the  West  North  Central  States 
to  ^3.74  in  New  England. 

Retail  prices  of  bottled  milk  delivered  to  homes  in  25  of  the  major  markets 
averaged  14.88  cents  per  quart  in  1944,  a  slight  advance  over  1943.     For  indi- 
vidual markets  in  this  group,  the  average  price  per  quart  ranged  from  13  cents 
to  19  cents,  depending  on  the  quality  of  the  milk,  prices  paid  producers, 
extent  of  services  rendered  by  dealers,  and  other  economic  factors.     (Data  on 
milk  dealers'  buying  and  selling  prices  of  milk  for  fluid  distribution  are 
shown  in  tables  21  and  22).
